That the spiritual supremacy of the Pope depends 

upon his temporal authority cannot be understood 
by Protestants. The mortal agony of the priest- 
hood all over Europe at the prospect of losing it 
proves that it is so. From a perception of this, no 
sooner did the Pope aim at spiritual pre-eminence than 
they craved temporal power in order to support it. 
King Pepin of France granted, and his son Charle- 
magne confirmed, the sovereignty of the Popes 
over the Duchy of Rome and the Exarchate of 
Ravenna. Then first the Popes began to torture 
men and women into orthodoxy. Still the Popes 
admitted vassalage to the Emperor until the time of 
Gregory VII., when they put forth a claim to uni- 
versal jurisdiction, in temporal matters, over Kings 
and Emperors. This Gregory derived his additional 
states from a donation of the famous Matilda, Coun- 
tessof Tuscany--his warm admirer, if not his mistress. 
Pope Julius the Second wasa mitred Kalbermatten. 
He had twodemons in his heart, ambition and war. 
Without notice and without cause assailing the Vene- 
tians, he mounted the breach with his troops at the 
siege of Mirandola, and thus increased the patrimony 
of St. Peter, the fisherman of Galilee. Then came 
forgeries, such as the Decretals of the Popes, or the 
pseudo-Isadorian decrees. Gratian embodied these 
forgeries into the Canon Law. The whole estate of 
the Church, at last, was called, as Paul Cullen loves 
to call it, the patrimony of St. Peter, because Pope 
Stephen conveyed to King Pepin a letter from 
the Apostle, who, “ speaking throughout in his own 
“name, with the concurrence of the Virgin Mary, 
“ the Angels and the Martyrs, most pathetically be- 
“seeches Pepin, come and deliver Ais city of Rome, 
“ his people, and the Church, when his bones reposed 
“from the arms of the Lombards.’’ 
Thus were gotten the fair provinces which form the 
patrimony of St. Peter, and, at the same time, the worst 
governed and most wretched country in the world. 
For twelve hundred years Popes, Cardinals, 
Bishops, and Priests have had, unopposed, the teach- 
ing of the people, and have ended, as they say, by 
making them atheists, or, what is far worse, rebels. 
The Government consisted of a despotism and an 
oligarchy with different objects to serve at the ex- 
pense of the people. The oligarchy of Cardinals 
had only the life of an old man to depend on for the 
furtherance of their ends, and hurried to enrich their 
relatives ere he should die. But, as there has been 
a succession of old men, there has been a succession 
of oligarchics, and the people, ground down and op- 
pressed, can only be relieved by a fundamental 
change in the Government which ruins them. 

There is no explaining away the words of Louis 
Napoleon. The changes he asked for ten years ago 
were these—Amnesty, Secularisation, the Code Napo- 
leon, and Liberal Government. If the Pope grants 
this, he may rule quietly in the Duchy of Rome. If 
net, the French troops are to be immediately with- 
drawn.

The French Emperor is, no 
doubt, desirous to try the experiment, and some ap- 
pearance of improvement may follow on his endea- 
vours ; but for any real progress we must still look 
to the independent exertions of the people, aided by 
the example of Northern Italy and the sympathy of 
all free States. Not from Imperial advice or Papal 
concessions, but from their own courage and perse- 
verance, must the Romans expect the improvement of 
their lot. 


The Daily News on Italian Affairs :--- 


The news from Central Italy promises to become 
exciting. Garibaldi proclaims to his soldiers that 
the hour ofa new struggle approaches. The Pope has 
left Rome-—when to return no mortal can tell. The 
Sardinian Minister, too, leaves Rome, and receives on 
behalf of his Government such homage as perhaps no 
Minister in a mere diplomatic capacity ever received 
before ; and, while these things are happening, the 
Emperor of the French solemnly warns both Prince and 
people that before long he will withdraw his soldiers from 
Rome, and that their own wisdom and patriotism must 
suffice for whatever crisis may arise. 

The departure of the Pope from his capital, his ex- 
pected interview with the King of Naples, and the ad- 
vance of a Neapolitan “corps to the Papal frontier, 
countenance in some measures a report,in itself suffi- 
ciently improbable, but which has recently been repeated 
from Italy, that the King of Naples is about to join his 
forces to those of the Pope, while an attempt is made 
to reduce the Legations. The internal condition of the 
kingdom of the Two Sicilies, and the composition of 
its army, would be a sufficient guarantee against the 
execution of any such project, if the councils of his 
Neapolitan Majesty were guided by common sense. 
The King ought to be well aware that he least of all 
the rulers of Italy is able to spare succour for a brother, 
despot. But at Naples nothing is too absurd to be 
possible. Garibaldi’s proclamation, however, ap- 
pears to point to an attack from the Austrian rather 
than from the Papal side. A determination to purge 
Italy from the stain of the fatal occurrence of the 
Sth instant has compelicd the Dictator Farini to 
assemble a large body of troops in the neighbourhood 
of Parma, and the Austrian Archduke lately ruling 
at Modena may see in the distractions of the moment 
a blessed opportunity to strike a venturesome blow 
for his throne. It will be noticed that Austria delays 
the conclusion of a peace. Last week the Treaty was 
considered at Turin to be as good as lend It 
is ridiculous to suppose that these unexpected delays, 
whatever their pretext, have their origin in a question. 
of money. Fabian tactics have always been in 
favour of Vienna, and before now they have served 
the House of Hapsburg well. But surely, just now, 
it should be for the interest of Austria to make 
peace and keep it. 


The Times on the rising of the Pirates and Con- 
victs on board the Ararat :--- 


In the chronicles of the pirates and bucaniers of 
former days wecould scarcely find a parallel fur the tale 
of the Ararat’s late voyage from Penang to Bombay and 
of what, befell her captain and company during their 
run. What were we all about on the 28th of June last 
at early morning, or at such hour as may correspond on 
this portion of the earth’s surface to 3 a.m. of that day 
off Penang ? There was no more bloody and desperate 
work in hand—not even on the Lombard plains—than 
that in which Captain Correya and his slender crew were 
at that hour engaged. They were manfullv struggling for 
their lives in tke dark with the fell desperation 
of utier despair against a gang of as atrocious 
pirates and ruflians as even the far East, fruitful 
in such commodities, can produce. This was no ordi- 
nary attack, made by Eastern pirates in native craft 
against an European ship forewarned and forearmed ; 
but an unexpected rising of a gang of pirates and con- 
vigts against their guards at the dead hour of night, 
with overwhelming odds, as far as numbers were con- 
cernel, on their side. It was a surprise, inasmuch as 
the pirates, who had quietly effected their own liberation, 
had contrived to stab the sleeping sentry to the heart. 
So suddenly and effectually had this been done that, 
although the man, when he composed himself to sleep in 
violation of his duty, had taken the precaution of keep- 
ing a pistol in his hand, and his finger was on the trigger, 
he had not even time in the spasm of death to contract 
that finger and to give the alarm. His negligence was 
fatal to many—deadl y to himself. 


The story is so remarkable, not only froth the despe- 
rate nature of the attack, but from the heroism displayed 
in the defence, that it is worthy of being told here with 
somewhat of detail. The Ararat is a Bombay barque 
of 290 tons, which seems to have been habitually em- 
p'oyed for the transport of convicts. Captain Correya 
had just landed a batch of Bombay convicts at Singa- 
pore, and he was to take back a return freight of Singa- 
pore and Penang convicts to Bombay-- twelve men from 
each place. The Ararat was just about to set sail upon 
her homeward expedition, when the Queen’s steamer 
Esk, Captain Sir R. [Maclure, steamed into Singapore 
with two piratical junks'in tow, which had been caught 
prowling about the China Sea. There were fifty-two prison 
on board, and Captain Correya was informed that he 
might have the conveyance of them to Bombay as soon 
as the formalities of trial had been gone through, for of 
their guilt there was no doubt. Fifty were condemned 
to transportation and handed over to the Ararat. Itis but 
doing bare justice to these ruffians to add that they in- 
formed the judge that they much preferred the punish- 
ment of death to that of transportation, and if they had 
an opportunity on the voyage they would not fail to 
murder everybody in the ship which had been appointed 
to convey them to their place of punishment. This 
threat was treated as the ushal rhodomontade of 
prisoners in such cases. Little was it supposed that 
it would shortly receive such true and terrible 
fulfilment. Captain Correya, on the 19th of Jane, left 
Singapore with his fifty pirates and his twelve convicts;

A more 
desperate struggle for life has seldom taken place, and 
Captain Correya may well be proud of a victory to 
which his own bravery so largely contributed. Still, 
we cannot help remarking that, with such ferocious 
ruffians on board, and in such numbers, the precau- 
tion of doubling the sentries immediately in charge at 
night would have prevented all the mischief, and would 
scarcely have pressed with undue weight upon a guard 
of upwards of 20 men. 


PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 
Lonpox, Wepnespay EveninG.---Contrary to my ex- 
pectation Ministers are, it is said, agreed upon the 
measures to be adopted in China. Lord John Russell 
and Mr. Milner Gibson have come round to the Pal- 
merstonian policy. At least such are the reports in 
{Ministerial quarters. We shall see. 
— About theother foreign question of theday—-the San 
Juan dispute---we have nothing official or semi-ofticial. I 
have been looking a little into the guestion, and as far as 
I can judge the Americans have a very fair show ofright as 
regards their claim on the island (but, of course, have 
put themselves grossly in the wrong by their forcible in- 
vasion of the disputed territory). It was agreed in 1846 
that the 49th parallel of latitude should be the boundary 
of the two nations, and, as regards the mainland, the 
line was simple and easily ascertained. But, if you 
continue that para'lel from the main shore ofthe continent 
outward towards the Pacific, it would cut Van- 
couver’s Island in two, and there should be a joint 
occupancy of the island. To prevent such awkwardness 
it was arranged that the boundary line should deflect 
southward through the middle of the channel between 
Vancouver's Island and the mainland. This arrange- 
ment quite ignored the fact that there were islands be- 
tween Vancouver's Island the mainland in this very chan- 
nel so to be divided. Where, then, is the boundary line 
to go? for there are many channels instead of one---a 
channel between Vancouver’s Island and the Island of 
San Juan---between that and another island---and again 
between that other island and the main-land. ‘The 
Americans say---“We madeto you a concession; we con 
sented that the boundary line should deflect southward, 
so as to leave you Vancouver’s Island—therefore, any 
line sfmply leaving you Vancouver’s Island is the most 
you can claim.” On the other hand, the English point 
very naturally to the fact that Vancouver's Islend, with- 
out the neighbouring Island of San Juan, would be all 
but useless; it would be placing the only water route to 
our colonies on the Pacific under the very guns of a 
foreign Power, should the United States choose to for- 
tify San Juan. There is expressed here a general hope 
that no war will result, but an equally strong hope that 
we shall not yield to Yankee bullying what we have not 
yielded to United States diplomacy. 

The murder of Colonel Anviti, at Parma, is very un- 
fortunate; not so much on account of the effect on Eu- 
ropean public opinion, as in its possible effect on th- 
mind of Louis Napoleon, who, ever since the Orsini ate 
tempt, has had a nervous horror of Italian assassins. I 
do not believe, however, that Louis Napoleon will with- 
draw his protection from Italy. The very step he has 
now taken, threatening to withdraw the French Consul 
from Parma, unless the assassins are punished, shows 
certainly his disapproval of the murder, but it shows 
that he did not disapprove of the preceding popular 
events---the proclamation of King Victor Emmanuel, &e 
—which have been accomplished there under the eyes of 
the French representative. A report is current that to 
put a stop to any further possible disorder, the VPied- 
montese Government will appoint Prince Eugene of 
Savoy-Carignan (cousin to the King) Regent of Central 
Italy, with full powers; and it is also said, that Louis 
Napoleon approves of this step. If so, the reign of 
Austria and the Pope in that fair land is over for ever. 

Some details of the second trial trip of the Great 
Eastern have reached town to-day. It appears that the 
speed was on the whole very fair, though not equal to 
what had been anticipated. Neither paddle-engine nor 
screw-engine were, however, worked to full speed, and 
“fourteen knots an hour” was attained. The paddle 
engines were sulely under the care of Mr. Scott Russell, 
but nevertheless some dissensions occurred when a ques- 
tion arose as to working the pad-ile engines alone, to test 
their separate powers. As it is, however, as usual, im- 
possible to get at the facts of the case, it would be use- 
less to state who is in the right or who is in the wrong. 

The controversy about the cracking of Big Ben has 
been cut short by the Zimes, which intimates to Mr. 
Denison that, like his bell, he must be lowered—must be 
taken down from his position. It delicately avoids say- 
ing that Mr. Denison is like the bell in the other and 
more recent characteristic. 

One of our only good male novelists—a countryman of 
yours, Mr. Antony ‘Trollope-—is about to print a book 
of travels in the West Indies. He has been there lately, 
as Post-office Inspector, and he kills two birds with one 
stone. The Rev. Charles Kingsley has re-published a 
rather prosy book (“The Fool of Quality”) with a lively 
preface, in which he denounces “lady novelists” and 
“ Spurgeonism’’ and Calvinism, with all the energy natu- 
ral in the Chaplain-General to the army of muscular 
Christians. 

Charles Dickens is not about to visit America.. This 
I have on the best authority. I also hear, on equally 
good authority, that the Great Eastern will not visit that 
country this year. Perhaps the great novelist is waiting 
for the great ship. 

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA. 

The announcement that Flotow’s light and graceful opera 
of “Marta “ would be presented last evening, had the effect 
of bringing a crowded house. Its re-presentation con- 
firmed in a marked degree the favourable impression formed 
of it when it was first presented in Dublin. True it is 
that on that occasion Mdlle. Mardot Garcia sustained the 
part of Nancy, and Madame Grisi that of Marta, while on 
this occasion Mudlle. litiens and Signor Giuglini were 
the leading vocalists; and it is not to be sup- 

sed that the opera, when confided to such care, 
ost any of its attractions, either musical or dramatic.

MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 
(Daily News’ City Article.) 
The funds opened with firmness, which was maintained 
untilthe middle of the day. A report which appeared to 
stand greatly in need of confirmation, that the French 
Emperor intends to claim his war expenses from Sardinia, 
revived the vague feeling of distrust of his Majesty’s designs. 
Consols, therefore, declined 4 per cent., and closed without 
recovery; Share market was somewhat prejudiced by decline in 
consols. In the discount market some of the leading estab- 
lishments, though giving out bills at lower rates to bankers, 
can scarcely be induced, as yet to take even paper of a high 
class at a fraction reduction, from the bank minimum. There 
were no bullion operations at the Bank to-day. The demand 
for gold for the contineut continues, but the market is now 
bare of supplies. 
( Times’ City Article.) 

After the expectation of the influx of money from the divi- 
dend, the English funds and the stock markets showed great 
inanimation during the early hours of business; the reports 
from Paris, however, that the Emperor Napoleon has changed 
his opinion, regarding the expediency of making war for an 
idea, and has resolved to demand material compensation from 
Sardinia, caused an immediate fall of 4 per cent., from which 
there was no recovery, although the impression is general that 
any such intention will now be disavowed. In the discount 
market the supply of money, on and after to-morrow, promi- 
ses to be excessive, and in the stock exchange, loans on Go- 
vernment securities can be freely obtained to any extent at 
14 per cent.

Great Avtroumn Farr or Skreen, County MEATH, 
Wednesday, October 12.—The celebrated autumn fair 
of Skreen came off to-day. The weather was most 
favourable, a finer autumn morning and afternoon not 
having come this season. On yesterday, large numbers 
of purchasers came by the railway trains, from the north 
of Ireland, most of whom remained in Drogheda for the 
night, while others continued their journey to Navan, 
in order to be nearer the fair green. On this 
morning every job-car in and about Drogheda, 
which the owner was willing to hire was engaged 
by dealers who had come from Belfast, Newry, Dundalk 
and various parts of Louth, Monaghan, and Cavan. Many 
of the principal victuallers from these places were pre- 
sent, on the look-out for prime beef and first-class 
mutton. A great many Dublin men were present also, 
and purchased liberally in the different departments of 
the fair. There were several splendid lots of beef 
exhibited, which also during the day from £15 to £18 
per head for finished cattle. Beef of primest quality 
may be noted as having reached fally 58s. for the short 
cwt ; second-class from 50s. to 52s. 6d. The usual 
noted exhibitors of stock were on the green, and de- 
mand for both beef and store cattle was brisk. 1'wo year 


old store bullocks went from £8 10s. to £9 108. 
in the general run, avd large numbers were 
brought up for exportation, the number of 


buyers being very large. Two years old heifers 
sold at £8 7s. onan average, and some as high as £9 15s.; 
three year olds from £11 to £14 each ; springers in some 
instances fetched fully £17 10s. and lowered in price 
according to quality, to £9and £10 per head. Strippers 
realised from £7 to £9 10s. each. Yearling calves from 
£5 to £7 per head. The sheep fair presented an 
immense supply, great numbers of them having come 
from Ballinasloe. The purchasing was exceedingly 
good throughout.

sentiment and exalted ideas---exalted at least so far as 


could convince them of the real atrocity which the 
committal of such an offence as this against God 
embraced, and although he (Mr Heard) was not there for 
the purpose of preaching against intemperance, he could 
not help referring to the great argument which was 
ever ready on the tongues of the Chinese, against those 
who endeavoured to dissuade them from practising this 
terrible crime. They invariably inquired of the mis- 
sionary what the people of these countries thought 
of drunkenness, and contended that it was far worse 
for a man to make hiniself a beast, by becoming inebri- 
ated, than even to take away the life of his child ; and, 
since the penalty for this greater crime seldom amounted 
to more than a fine of 5s., that it was a strange thing to 
consider infanticide so horrible an offence. He (Mr. Heard) 
knew a Chinese once, whom he was endeavouriug to 
convince of his ignorance, and the wretched condition of 
his life, and after some conversation with him he turned 
round and persisted in saying he was a good man; 
and, as an illustration of his benign character, he 
stated that he had once when his father was dying of 
hunger, taken the morsel from his own child’s lips,to save 
his life, for he said he preferred to starve the child rather 
than let Ais father die. It was the constant habit of 
Chinese mothers to dispose of their little girls by putting 
them alive through the holes of a tomb, and leaving them 
there to perish. This practice chiefly arose from a belief 
that a female infant would cost more in bringing her up 
than she ever would be worth to her parents. Did not 
these facts call loudly for a spreading of the 
Gospel in this empire of four hundred millions of 
idolatrous human creatures? The rev. gentleman, 
after some further interesting remarks, concluded amid 
applause. 

The Rev. H. Pakenham Walsh next addressed the 
meeting. He said he thought a great fact, which was 
evident to all, was, that the works of th® missionary 
were not carried on by might, but by spiritual exer- 
tions. He wished to call their attention to 
another great field for missionary enterprise which was 
just then opening to them for the first time. They were 
aware that already great exertions had been made for 
the conversion of parts of America ; but there was one 
place there, stretching away along the great Mackenzie 
River where tribes of poor Red Indians were scattered who 
never yet heard the Word of God, nor seen the face ofa 
white man. One of the most interesting documents 
which had reached the Irish Church Mission Society was 
the journal of a gentleman who had left his friends, 
his family, and his home, for the purpose of 
aiding in the conversion of this ungodly race. Amongst 
other things the crime of infanticide was also known 
through this country, and an instance of how little life 
was respected by them was afforded in the fact that they 
had been known to pay sums of money to have themselves 
strangled, and it not unfrequently occurred that a son 
had become the murderer of his own father; in this way 
the belief of the people was, that the whole creation was 
peopled by Gitche manito, but that bad spirits had 
had destroyed them all with the exception of afew who 
made their escape. They supposed the sun to be a 
great spirit, peopled by other spirits, giving light to the 
earth, and forming the plate from which all spirits were 
fed. A slight idea of the trials through which Archdeacon 
flunter (to whose journal he had alluded) went might 
be formed from the fact, that sometimes tlie thermometer 
had been known to stand 50 and 60 below Zero, in 
places where he journeyed amongst these Indians. 
The arehdeacon stated in his journal, that in the very 
canoe which carried him on one occasion, there was also 
a Roman Catholic priest who had been sent 
out -as a missionary, and he (the Archdeacon) 
had alluded strongly to the necessity of planting the 
standard of true religion in that country before the 
Church of Rome had inculcated into the natives their un- 
sound and heretical doctrines. It was an absurd thing 
to see the pricstsabsolutely baptising the Red Indian, and 
teaching him to say mass before he had ever even heard 
of the Bible. In referringto India, Mr. Walsh said, it had 
been long felt that there was a great want of Christian 
literature in that country, but he was happy to say there 
had been a society formed, called the “ Vernacular So- 
ciety,” and their first object would be to translate into the 
native tongue all works which would prove usefi 1 and 
entertaining at the same time. An interesting incident 
connected with India occurred at a meeting held in 
a native college some time since. It was on the event of 
the annual distribution of prizes, at which Lord Clyde 
(then General Campbell) presided. Mr. Walsh read 
the following extract from the letter of the Rey. C. F. 
Cobb, dated Benares, February 19, 1859, in reference to 
this subject:--- 

“T think that the most interesting feature of the 
whole affair was a short address delivered in English by 
the native judge, Babu Shama Churn. When he got to 
the college (on the prize day) he requested a pen and 
paper, and he put downa few thoughts for an address. 
Had he had previous notice he had wished to have com- 
posed along address, but the haste made the speech more 
genuine, and its brevity perhaps enhanced its effective- 
ness. He showed me the paper, andasked my permission 
to read it, which I cordially gave. After the distribu- 
tion of prizes, the native judge (he is the highest un- 
covenanted servant here) stepped forward, and witha 
loud voice and good delivery, spoke in English as fol- 
lows :---‘ Ladies and gentlemen, your presence in this 
meeting at once shows the good effects of the Christian 
religion. You are come here for the purpose of improv- 
ing the welfare and happiness of a race that only a short 
time ago took up arms against you, and tried to eradi- 
cate you from this country, but in retúrn for all thet 
you are seeking their prosperity and happiness! I 
cannot ascribe this to anything else but the influence of 
the Christian faith, and I hope that my countrymen will 
mark this most benevolent and charitable act on your 
part, and learn to be grateful and loyal to the British 
Government ; and I sincerely hope that the moral prin- 
ciples inculeated in the Bible may be taught in all the 
colleges in India. And to you, my dear boys, | beg to 
impress on your tender hearts that you can never ex- 
pect a better Government than the British, and that 
therefore you ought to be thankful to the Almighty God 
for the preservation of the British authority in India.’ ” 
Mr. Walsh proceeded —He happened to have hada gentle- 
inan stopping with him for a few days who was an offi- 
cer in her Majesty’s service in India, and he (Mr. Walsh) 
wished to read a few extracts to the meeting from a let- 
ter written to his friend by a Moonshee who had been in 
his regiment, and which he received on Saturday last. 
The letter contained sixteen pages of manuscript, all 
in the Persian language, giving a full account of the 
manner in which the writer had been brought to the 
light of Christianity. In fR55 he had joined the 53rd 
regiment in which the gentleman alluded to was, and pre 
vious to the departure of the latter from India, he had 
given him a Book of Common Prayer, and a copy of the 
Psalms, and the communication he now received was a 
glorious proof of the result of these gifts. In his letter, 
the Moonshee said —*On reading the New Testament se- 
eretly the love of the Messiah was born in my heart, 
because from the time of my youth I made 
contrition my friend.” He then went on to 
recount some extraordinary dreams which he had after 
reading the Scriptures. He said that on one occasion 
he saw “an assembly of ancients, dressed in glorious 
apparel, with light descending upon them from Heaven. 
When he told his father of the dream, the latter en- 
deavoured to convince him it was Mahomet he had seen, 
and because he would not believe it the old man became 
.” Amongst nwny gems of exquisite expression,

A Circus ox Boarp THE Great Eastern.—-Howe’s 
and Cushing’s United States Circus Company are 
performing under a tent in Ireland, travelling through 
the country, and compelled, for want of tavern accom- 
modation, to encamp at every place they show.---A 
letter dated at Clonmel, August 22, from one of the 
proprietors, says:---* We have applied to the owners of 
the Great Eastern to take us and one hundred horses to 
America on her trip ; and it is our intention to put a 
temporary ring on the upper deck, and to give eques- 
trian performances to the passengers in fair weather. 
The track of the ring will be made of Indiarubber mat 
ting, the same as is used in the London theatres when 
circus performances are given on the stage ; and the 
gymnastic tackle, the tight and slack rope fixings, and 
the trapez appartus, are to be attached to the rigging of 
the ship.

onomy. The editor politely takes leave of the bishop 
by telling him that in compliance with his order, the 
pinion Nationale will no longer be sent to him. 
The Debts contains an article on the Italian question 
and the opinions of the French bi thereanent, 
from the pen of M. John Lemoinne. e following is 
an extract :— 
: “ The successive votes for annexation which have been 
~assed in the Duchies have in our eyes a negative cha- 
racter—that is to say, they are rather a protest against 
the domination of Austria than a wish for adjunction to 
Piedmont. Putting aside the objections which this 
amalgamation might meet with abroad, we fear that the 
temperament ofthe Ita'ians themselves is not sufficiently 
prepared for it. Neither must we conceal from ourselves 
the difficulties which would arise in the settlement ot the 
affairs of the Duchies from their community with those 
ot Romagna ; and it is perhaps to be regretted that under 
existing circumstances a general question should be 
mixed up with a private one. What we call the private 
question is that of the Duchies, because it might have 
been, and may still be, settled without the participation 
of Europe. What wecall a general question is that which 
regards the States of the Church, because it immediately 
raises an internal question in all the other Statesof the 
world. We do not discuss the right, weconfine ourselves to 
stating the fact ; and the Italians possess minds of too 
practical a kind not to admit the importance of facts. 
They show this at the present moment by the adminis- 
trative measures which their provisional governments 
adopt. They have the good sense not togive themselves 
a theoretical constitution, and not to make a declaration 
of the rights of man; they simply give themselves 
positive laws. ‘This unity and this union, which sooner 
or later will be accomplished, they are preparing for, by 
the similitude of civil laws, by the solidarity of criminal 
ones, by the abolition of customs barriers, and by the 
junction of railways. And in the interest of Italy her- 
self, we are by no means anxious to see an end put to 
the present pgovisional state of things, in which practical 
reforms are effected which acquire every day more and 
more the force of faitsaccomplis. The more that shall 
have been done, the less possible will it be to undo it. 
Whatever may happen, something will still remain, and 
every day that passes, instead of beinga day lost will be 
one gained,” 
The same journal also publishes an article by a differ- 
ent writer on the circular of the Bishop of Orleans, in 
which that prelate objects strongly to the present mo- 
ment for addressing recommendations or advice to the 
Sovereign Pontiff. The writer declares that if the 
bishop’s observations are intended to apply to the episco- 
pal bench alone, he conceives them to be well founded, 
as the bishops ought not certainly to be called on to 
act as judges and censors of the Pontifical Government ; 
but if the Bishop of Orleans intends to include every 
class of persons in his interdiction, the writer cannot in 
that case, by any means, approve of the rev. prelate’s 
views. ‘Ihe following are the reasons assigned for that 
opinion : -— 
“It is not to-day, nor was it yesterday, that public 
opinion, in accord on this point with all the enlightened 
Governments of Europe, pointed out the abuses which 
exist inthe temporal government of the Pope ; public 
opinion and the European Cabinets have not waited for 
the crisis, which has just fallen on that Government to 
call for retorms which might have warded it off. If the 
Pontifical Government had listened to these connsels ; 
ifit had satisfied those remonstrances in a time of 
tranquillity, there would not have been the stern 
necessity for their being renewed in the midst of the 
trials and dangers which now menace it. If those 
reforms are useful and just, we cannot comprehend in 
what the counsels which may be addressed to the Papal 
Government can have lost their suitableness and oppor- 
tuneness ; we do not see how those who would give 
them could be wanting in consideration towards the 
Sovereign Pontiff. On the contrary, we think that the de- 
fenders of the Holy See would better serve its cause and 
its true interests by advising it to yield to the wishes of 
its subjects, and to the remonstrances of Europe, than 
by affirming, as the Bishop of Poictiers has done, that 
the Pope's Government is superior to all modern ones, 
from which we are apparently to conclude that the re- 
forms called for are useless. Such, doubtless, is not the 
opinion of the Bishop of Orleans ; he does not think that 
there is nothing to reform in the temporal government 
of the Pope. ‘This, at least, is the sense in which we in- 
terpret his words, and it is an additional reason fur us to 
regret that the illustrious prelate, in differing on this 
point from the Bishop of Poictiers, should arrive at the 
same conclusion. The Bishop of Orleans knows history, 
and he cannot be ignorant that if there are governments 
which have been lost through their weakness, there are 
others which have fallen in consequence of not having 
ceded in proper time.” : 


MOROCCO AND SPAIN.

the Ottoman army is deplorable. The troops occupying 
the capital have been for months without receiving a 
para of | pay ; those at the Dardanelles received a gra- 
tification at the time of the Sultan’s journey, but the 
Government is in arrears to them for one year, while 
in the interior and along the frontiers the complaint of 
the soldiers are loud and constant. A letter from 
Erzeroum represents the troops in that district to be in 
a state of positive misery, dressed in rags, with scarcely 
sufficient food, and no prospect of relief. Nothing but 
incorruptible loyalty to their Sovereign and attachment 
to their chiefs can account for their not breaking out 
into open mutiny. 

Mr. John E. Gowan, contractor for raising the sunken 
vessels at Sebastopol, has, says the Boston Post, been 
invited by the Allied Commissioners on the Danube to 
raise a large number of vessels sunk at the Sulina €n- 
trance of the Danube, and to remove some serious im- 
pediments. He has also been invited by the Austrian 
Government to raise several ships of war and large war 
steamers sunk in the harbour of Venice during the late 
war. 

SpecuLATION IN VicTortA.—Quite a mania for new 
joint-stock companies has sprung up in Victoria. In 
many instances very extravagant rates of premium were 
quoted, and the success of some of the gamblers tended 
to stimulate the appetite for fresh measures. There is 
no doubt that the opening which the gold fields present 
to joint-stock enterprise had not previously attracted 
due attention ; but there is a medium in all things, and 
it will excite regret if a mania should be followed by a 
collanse tending to check legitimate operations. The 
movement, however, is not surprising in face of the expe- 
rience of projects like the “ Argus Flat Company,” 
which for two years has paid £100 per annum upon each 
share of £10.—Australian Mail. 


Awrve. Traicepy.---The following tragical event has 
just occurred at Genoa. A young man, a woman, and 
a girl, having entered a cafe, called for some sparkling 
lemonade. ‘The waiter brought a bottle, poured out the 
liquor, and the three customers immediately drank of it. 
Immediately afterwards the man fell down dead, and the 
females died a few minutes later. Medical aid was in- 
stantly procured, but it was too late. Upon examina- 
tion it was found that the waiter had brought a bottle of 
laurel water instead, a small quantity of which is gene- 
rally put into the beverage alluded to. The man was 
twenty years old, and the girl’s bridegroom; the elder 
female was her mother. 

Professor Kiss, from Berlin, has shown his gratitude 
to the mineral sources of Karlsbad by presenting the 
town with a magnificent colossal tiger’s head in bronze, 
killing a serpent, which has been erected on the road to 
Marienbad, near the promenade, in such a way that the 
tiger’s head emerges from a cavern, and creates in every 
spectator the illusion as if the rest of the body was in 
the cavern. On a slab under this fine piece of art are 
the words, “ In grateful remembrance, by Kiss, in 
Berlin, 1859.” 

A New Arriat Suire.—An acrial ship called the City 
of New York, intended for a Transatlantic voyage, is 
being made in the vicinity of New York, and is now 
nearly completed that she will be ready to undertake the 
trip in October. The dimensions of the balloon are 
greater than those of any one previously built. The 
aggregate height of the balloon, from the valve to the 
bottom of the boat, is upwards of 300 feet---the diameter, 
130 feet. Mr. Lowe, the acronaut, proposes to go di- 
rectly from New York to London in 48 to 64hours. As 
the upper currents, setting duc east, will not permit his 
return by the same route, he proposes to pack up the City 
of New York and take the first steamer for home. The 
basket will be fitted with a lime-stove, which is to fur- 
nish heat without fire. The air-ship will carry weight. 
Its cubical contents of 725,000 feet of gas suffice to lift 
a weight of 22) tons. With outfit complete, its own 
weight will be 3} tons. Hanging below the basket is a 
metallic life-boat, in which is placed an Ericsson engine. 
[ts particular purpose is the control of a propeller, rigged 
upon the principle of the screw, by which it is proposed 
to obtain a regulating power. The application of the 
mechanical power is ingeniously devised. ‘The propeller 
is fixed in the bow of the lifeboat, projecting at an angle 
of about 45 degrees. From a wheel at the extremity 
20 fans radiate. Each of these fans is five feet inlength, 
widening gradually from the point of contact with the 
screw to the extremity, where the width of each is a 
foot and a half. Mr. Lowe claims that, by the applica- 
tion of these mechanical contrivances, his air-sbip can 
be readily raised or lowered, to seek different currents 
of air; that they will give him ample steerage-way; 
and that they will prevent the rotary motion of the 
machine.---New York Times. 


Crimean Bonrs.—The announcement that a vessel 
had arrived at a British port, from the Crimea, with a 
cargo of human bones, excited considerable attention 
abroad as well as at home. The Governor-General of 
Southern Russia instituted an inquiry, from which it 
appears that the bones were not these of human beings, 
but of the horses and mules which perished in great 
numbers in the Crimea.

Invasion oF Exotanp pr Fraxce.—On Friday 
night M. Mejer delivered a lecture in Hope Hall, 
Liverpool, on the policy and character of Napoleon 
IIL, and the probability of his invading England. 
The lecturer, who is a Frenchman, sought to show 
that Louis Napoleon, by creating a large army and an 
immense paval power, had this for his ultimate objce’, 
being revenge for Waterloo. He had, by the Russian 
war, severed that country from England, and now, by 
the Italian campaign, he had likewise severed Austria 
from this country, and that reduced the power of 
England on the Continent. The lecture, which was 
elaborate, went into the minutia of Louis Napoleon’s 
early life, and showed that his whole ambition was the 
invasion of England. 

Her Masesty’s Visit ro Locu Katrixa.—Her Ma- 
jesty is to open the Loch Katrine Waterworks on the 
14th inst. Leaving Holyrood at about 10, she will 
reach Callander by half-past eleven, and then proceed 
by carriage through the Trossachs to the head of the 
lake. Embarking on the lake in a steamer in waiting, her 
Majesty will then sail close up to a platform con- 
structed at the mouth of the aqueduct, and step on 
shore, while bands in attendance will play the National 
Anthem. The Queen may then give instructions for 
opening the sluices—or do so _ herself—by opening 
a small tap which will set in motion machinery for 
raising the shutters, thereby admitting the waters of the 
loch to the aqueduct, and declare the waterworks open. 
After lnnching at the commissioner’s cottage, the Royal 
party will return by the same steamer, carriages, and 
route, to the palace at Holyrood. 

Distressinc Surcipe OF A YOUNG Lapy.--On Tues- 
day afternoon an inquiry took place at the Royal Sceptre 
llotel, Chertsea, before Mr. Woods, coroner for Surrey, 
on the body of Miss Angelina Caroline Bosanquet, aged 
19, daughter of the late Admiral Bosanquet, who com- 
mitted suicide under the following melancholy circum- 
stances :—Mr. Percival, a barrister, was present to 
watch the proceedings on the part of the deceased's 
family, and Mr. Ryder, who stated himself to be a 
solicitor, attended on behalf of Captain Augustus Alger- 
non Beaufoy, ofthe East India Company’s Service. 
Miss Amelia Jane Harrington, daughter of the late 
Colonel Harrington, deposed that the deceused 
was her cousin; she and witness had  Jately 
arrived in England from Geneva. The deceased 
since her return had been very much _ indisposed 
and greatly depressed in spirits. Witness felt very 
unhappy about her, and mentioned to Mra. Fortescue, 
her (deceased’s) aunt, that she thought a medical 
gentleman should be called in. Mr. Germaine, a sur- 
ueon, was sent for, and prescribed for her, and continued 
his visits for several days. She appeared better, and 
said she did not require medical attendance further. 
On Wednesday she reccived a letter from the continent, 
but witness did not know the contents ofit. On Thurs- 
(lay afternoon she was seized with “cold chills,” and 
appeared very ill. Mr. Germaine was called in, but 
she died a few minutes after his arrival. The 
was very much distressed in mind in not hearing 
from Captain Beaufoy, who was paying his addresses 
to her. The captain wrote to the deceased from 
Florence, when he said it was uncertain when he 
should return to England---probably never. Thisletter 
appeared to affect her very much. The jury thought 
the letter of Captain Deaufoy ought to be produced ;

Mr. Byrne moved the adoption of the report, and 
begged to make a few remarks npon a subject which he 
had no doubt would create some surprise among the 
guardians, as it had certainly surprised him. It appeared 
from authentic documents that the income of the Cork- 
street Fever Hospital was last year £3,450, of which sum 
£3,000 was a Government grant, and the remainder de- 
rived from property left to the institution by benevolent 
persons. But of this ama. ir Tire 
expensive management of the institution, ) 
£2,100 bad been expended. It had been asked by 
a member of the commission, whether the balance, 
was to be returned to the Lords of the Treasury, or 
devoted to diminishing the burthens of the ratepayers. 
Now; asthe governors of the Hardwicke Fever Hospital 
were disposed to take their sick poor without charge, he 
would suggest that the Government grant to Cork-street 
Fever Hospital should be only £2,000 a year, and that 
the other £1,000 should be given tothe Hardw icke Fever 
Hospital. Mr. Bonsall remarked that they should be 
very cautious in meddling with that question. 

Dr. Gwens said they had nothing to say to the ma- 
nagement of the Cork-street Fever Hospital, or the ap- 
propriation of the grant; but it was their duty to see 
that the sick poor were attended to, so far as the accommo- 
dation of the jnstitute would allow. 

Dr. Wall observed, that in his opinion, and judging 
from his experience of them, the Dublin Hospitals were 
managed more for the interest of the medical officers 
than for that of the public. 

Dr. Owens said he regretted to hear such an obser- 
vation froma member of the profession. He thought 
the public were accommodated in the hospitals when 
there were vacancies. 

A communication was next read from the Poor Law 
Commissioners, in reference to the resolution passed by 
the Board on the 29th ult., to the effect that no increase 
be made to the salary of any officer of the union, unless 
the resolution granting such increase shall have been 
passed at two separate and successive meetings of the 
board. The Commissioners say they think it un- 
desirable to interfere in the way proposed with the 
ordinary consequences of a resolution duly passed by a 
majority of the guardians present; and, acting in accord- 
ance with the 11th article of the general regulations, 
the Commissioners therefore request that the guardians 
will reconsider their resolution. 

Mr. Bonsall remarked that the resolution in question 
was uncalled for. 

Mr. Rogers said he held a different opinion. He 
did not see why the Commissioners should be constantly 
interfering with their acts. It appeared that they were 
inclined to revoke everything that the board did. 

Mr. Byrne considered that the resolution was most 
useful and salutary, and that it would have the effect 
of preventing anything like jobbing, if such were re- 
sorted to.

He begged the guardians to consider that the 
medical charities now cost the union about £3,500 
a year, and if they would only do so he was sure they 
would not give a hasty support to the resolution. Mr. 
Rogers concluded by moving that, the matter be referred 
to the South City Dispensary Committee, to inquire and 
rerort to the board upon the emoluments, extras, and 
other advantages enjoyed by the apothecaries as their 
officers, exclusive of salaries, and to fix the value of 
such when same is unascertained, and also to report upon 
the length of service of each. 

Dr. Wall seconded the amendment, on which a vote was 
taken, when there appeared for it 15, and against it 11.

far mer at Lymm is that those potatees which he ha 
got up are rotting fast, and those growing emit that 
peculiar bad smell, especially at night, which is chare- 
teristic of the disease. (ne of the largest farmers in the 
neighbourhood of Warburton states that his potatoes are 
now in a worse condition than he has ever known thea 
since the year of the disease (1846), and his antici. 
tions are that before the winter isover, trom the general 
failure of the crop, potatoes will be a guinea aload. At 
Partington, a consideravle grower says he never sar 
potatoes in a worse condition, even in “ the bad yea 
(1846). The two kinds which have up to this time 
proved the best and soundest are the flukes and Pollitt’ 
seedlings; but even of these on the average about une- 
third is bad. At Carrington, one farmer states that fully 
half his potatoes are rotten. Of the kinds name 
Lady Greys and Radicals, he does not expect to wr 
many. He corroborates what has been already stated, 
as to the better condition of flukes and Pollitt’s se 
lings, and the proportion in which they, too, are dir 
eased. Another farmerin that neighbourhood says that 
his Lady Greys, Radicals, and pink eyes, are more tha 
half diseased ; his flukes and Vollitt’s seedlings are ba
